In follow up of our discussion of 
charters on Friday, attached for your 
consideration is a proposed memo for 
NFIP Program Managers. It is a toned 
down version of an attachment to the OLC 
concept paper which I sent to the Director 
on 16 February. 

I recommend that what is stressed 
be informational exchange rather than a 
centralized coordination role, The former 
can be viewed as a benefit to all, whereas the 
latter has the appearance of turf encroachment, 

With information in hand, we can work 
up an effective legislative strategy program. 
For it to be effective, it needs the backing of 
the DCI and the other SCC principals. Its 
best chance of getting that backing is that it 
be good. It will be good if we get the information 
we need. However, if we asseyt the coordinator 
role too early in the gamef all/I think we will get 
is flak.
